We question very 


much the propriety of passing the ori- 
ginal act in 1S20, although thedestruc' 
tion of the former Hall by fire, no doubt, 
called for some expression of chanty 
towards the rebuilders, from the pub- 
lic—We would say, even, it ought not 
to have been passed—yet we do think, 
that when a contract has been made by 
the State, it is contrary to an express pro- 
vision of the Constitution, to viofafe that 
contract, before the period, for which 
exemption was granted, has elapsed— 
and, if the question should be brought 
before the highest Judicial tribunal of 
the State, we have little doubt it will be 
thus decided. 
Our opinion in this 


matter, we beg leave to say, is upon the 
abstract principle entirely, and is not 
affected by our feelings as respects 
Masonry or Anti-Masonry.

The Speaker presented the Memorial 


of a Deputation of Chiefs of the Creek 
Nation, now in this city. 


The object of this Memorial is to in- 


voke the protection of Congress for the 
Creeks against the Laws which the 
State of Alabama proposes to extend 
over them. 
The Memorial is signed 


by seven Chiefs, headed by Opothle 
Yoholo, who say they were expressly 
sent by their Nation for the purpose of 
representing the grievances which they 
allege. 


A bill has been reported in the H. of 


Representatives, :'to alter and amend 
the organization of the Marine Corps." 
Whether the alteration will be an a- 
mendment, the reader must "judge for 
himself. 
The bill proposes an entire 


re-organization of the Corps—the pre- 
sent officers to be all dismissed unless 
re appointed—and the Corps to consist 
of 946, including officers.—Nat. Int. 


Expense of Legislation.—The expense 


of the present session of Congress is 
set down in the estimate of the Trea- 
sury department at 665,050 dollars!— 
The session is estimated to last 175 
days, or nearly six months, so that the 
pay of each member will amount to 
S1400 ; or 375,800 for the whole num- 
ber of Members and Delegates, besides 
the round sum of §120.000 for travel- 
ling expenses.

printing, &c. for the Senate are estima- 
ted at 835,000, and for the House of 
Representatives at g 100,000. 


New-Jersey.—The two important bills 


which have engaged the attention of 
the Legislature of that State for seve- 
ral sessions past, have at length passed 
both Houses.

Canal to connect the waters of the Del- 
aware and Raritan, and the bill to au- 
thorize a Rail Road from Camden to 
South Amboy, have become laws of 
the State.

entire satisfaction, in the utility of the 
improvement. 
The leather manufactu- 


red in this manner is more solid and 
more impervious to water than that un- 
haired by liming; and the qualities of 
the hide better retained. 
This is evi- 


dent from the fact, that in manufactu- 
ring dry South American hides, a gain 
of 25 per cent, over the former mode is 
added to the weight of the leather.— 
This discovery, then, may be ranked a- 
niong the most important of the times, 
as dry feet is of the utmost consequence 
in the preservation of heallh.-SVa/rs-Al
